INSURRECTIONS. 


New York papers to the 23d ult. were yefterday re- 
ceived. The eleétions occupy the public attention, and 
ive opportunity for the eae gmee to exert them- 
fetees in their favourite caufe. The refult has been de- 
cidedly in favour of federalifm. } 

Thefe papers contain a letter from an officer on board 
the United States frigate the Infurgent, dated St Kitt’s 
March 20th, of which the following is an extract : 

“ We have official accounts here of a violent com- 
motion having taken place at Guadaloupe. The inha- 
bitants have -raifed the white flag, and declared them- 
felves independent. They have attempted to afiaflinate 
Desfourneaux, the Governor.” 

We learn from Barbadoes, by a letter of the 16th 
April, that the white inhabitants have been threatened 
with all the horrors.of arevolt of the negroes. A par- 
tial infurreétion had aétually taken place, but was hap~ 
pily quelled, -by the timely exertions of fome {pirited 
individuals, ‘but not until many outrages had been com- 
mitted by the infurgents, moft of whom have fuffered 
death. 7 

Some managers of eftates acted their ufval deteftable 
part in the atrocities perpetrated on this dreadful occa- 
fion. Our correfpondent particularly notices a deed of 
one of thefe contemptible defpots, of which he {peaks 
as from information he can rely on. .A_ valuable negro 
on the eftate of a. Mr ———* in that part of the ifland 
called Scotland, had difappeared. for fome days, and 
was fuppofed to have joined the. infurgents, though it 
has not fince appeared that he had; but judging that 
his owner was offended, he prevailed on a neighbouring 
gentleman to accompany him home, in order to inter- 
cede forhim. As both Mr ——, and the Manager, a 
Mr ——, were abfent from the eltate, the gentleman 
retarned home; and it being late in the evening, the 
negroe went to reft as ufual with his wife. The Mana- 
ger,, on his return, hurried to the negroe’s cabin, .tied 
a rope about his neck, with which he dragged him out, 
and had-him inftantly tucked upto the tail-tree of the 
mill ! . 

Our correfpondent ftates this as one of feveral wan- 
ton aéts of barbarity which were perpetrated by the 
whites. on pretence of making examples in terrorem— 
for the bare abfence both of the proprietor and the ma- 
nager, but efpecially in the evening, decidedly proves 
they were under no apprehenfions whatfoever, of their 
negroes joining the infurgents; and the gentleman’s 
confenting to intercede. for the poor man, proves his 
charaéter to have been good, and that the gentleman 
was convinced of his innocence. Is it poflible that 
men in their fenfes can be fo ftupid as to expect chear- 
ful obedience to authority thus cruelly abufed ?

GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


UNQUALIFIED MINISTERS AND PREACHERS. 

On Tuesday the Assembly had under consideration, several 
overtures relating to unqualified ministers and preachers, whea 
after a good deal of reasoning, they unanimously ayreed to the 
following declaratory act :— 

The General Assembly having received overtures from many 
Synods which propose that some eflectual regulations shall be 
made, in order to prevent persons not duly qualified from be- 
ing employed to preach the word, and to despense the other 
ordinances of the gospel in the congregations under the care ot 
the church; considering, that the rules laid down by the A- 
postles of our Lord, require from all who are invested with 
the solemn trust of committing the ministry of the word to o- 
thers, prudence and strictness in the trial and judgment of those 
whom, in the exercise of that trust, they pronounce fuithful 
and apt to teach ; considering, that the laws of this church, in 
conformity to the rules of scripture, have prescribed a certain 
— course of education, as necessary for all the pro- 
pationers thereof, and have directed all the Presbyterics of 
this church, to employ Anquiries and trials of Warious kinds, 
in order that they may be fully: satisfied concerning the 
literature, sound doctrine, good moralf, and steady attach- 
ment to our Constitution in Church and State, of those who 
apply to them for licence to preach the gospel: .And consider- 
ing further, that the judicial proccedings of the General As- 
serubly in particular cases Mave interpreted and enforced those 
laws, do hereby enact and declare, ‘That it is agreeable to the 
Constitution, the laws, and the decisions of this church, that 
no probationer who kas obtained a licence without the 
bounds of this church, or who has not obtained a licence from 
some Presbytery of this church, and no ordained person who 
did not obtain his licence from a Presbytery of this church, or 
who either by going without the bounds of the church to ob- 
tain ordination, although he was not called to a particular con- 
gregation in anocher country, or by any other part of his con- 
duct has forfeited the licence which he had obtained, shall be 
held qualified to accept of ‘a presentation, or a call to any pa- 
rish in this church, or to any chapel of ease connected there- 
with: And the General Assembly do hereby enjoin all the 
Presbyteries of this church, if a presentation or cil] to any such 
probationer or ordained person, as is described in this act, shall 
at any time be given in to them, instantly to pronounce a sen- 
tence refusing to sustain such presentation or call, and declaring 
it null and void. . 

And further, the General Assembly, considering that it is of 
the greatest importance to the interests of true religion, to the 
sound instruction of the people, to the quiet of their minds, 
and the peace of the church and state, that unqualified persons 
who intrude themselves into the ministry, shall not receive any 
countenance from the ministers of this church, more especially 
in the, present times, when men who avow their hostility to 
our Ecclesiastical Etablishment, and their contempt of all the 
rules which the wisdom of our ancestors framed, upon the mo- 
del of Scripture, for the orderly dispensation of the word and 
sacraments, are traversing all the districts within the bounds of 
this church, and atrempting to alienate the minds of the people 
from their established teachera; considering also, that it is 
essential to the unity and good order of the chutch, and 
implied in the fundamental principles of Presbyterian Go- 
vernment, that no minister att presume to set up his in- 
dividual judgment in opposition to the judgment of those 
to whom, at his ordination, he promised subjection in the 
Lord, and that every minister shall consider himself as, an- 
swerable to his Presbytery for the manner in which all the 
parts‘of divine service are performed during his incumbency, 
within the stated pines of worship otevides by law for that 
congregation which is committed to‘ his care, do hereby «is- 

and prohibit, under paitt of such cerisutes*ae the ju- 


 earories of this church may ‘see cause to inflict, all the mi- 


nisters of this church, and the ministers of all chapels of 
ease connected therewith, from employing to preach upon 
any occasion, or to discharge any of the other ordinances of 
the gospel, within any congregation under the jurisdiction of 
this church, persons who are not qualified, ‘according to the 
laws of this\church, to accept of a presentation, aud from 
holding ministerial communion in any other manner with 
such persons. And the General Assembly do hereby énjoin 
all the Presbyteries of this church to attend to any trans- 
gression of this prohibition, which may occur within their 
bounds, and to summon the minister who is reported as being 
guilty of such transgression to answer for his conduct, 

The Clerk of Assembly was ordered to transmit this act to 
allthe Presbyteries of the Church, to be recorded in their 
books. : 

THURSDAY—=MAY 30. 

The Assembly had before them a petition respecting. the 
Chapel of Ease at E!gin, After hearing parties, the Assem- 
bly unanimously remitted the petition to the Presbytery of 
Elgin, that the Presbytery may proceed therein at their next 
meeting, according to the act of Assembly 1798; and autho- 
rise their Commission in August next, to receive any report 
which the Presbytery may make, or any appeal], and to deters 
mine according to the rules of the Church. 

The reference to the General Assembly, and complaint a- 
gainst the conduct of certain Brethren, in employing Mr 
james Younc. to preach in their pulpits subsequent to 
the sentence of: last Assembly, was withdrawn for the fol- 
lowing reason : 

The intention of the complaint was to carry into effect the 
decision of the last Assembly, and to ascertain in its full extent 
the sense of the law passed in 1779, respecting the legal quali- 
fications of those who are entitled to preach in the pulpits of 
this Established-Church ; and both of these objects have been 
completely. obtained ‘by the declaratory law made by the As- 
sembly on ‘Tuesday last. 

FRIDAY==MAY 3%. 

The overture from the Synod w’ Aberdeen, and Angus and 
Mearns, respecting vagrant teachers and Sunday schools, and 
respecting irreligion and anarchy, as resolved yesterday, was 
read. ‘The General Assembly having deliberated on’ the sub- 
ject of these overtures, unanimously resolved that‘a pastoral 
admonition be addressed by the General Assembly to the peo- 
ple of Scotland, warning them of tht danger of listening to 
the addresses of these men who, under. the name of itinerant 
preachers, have been travelling over all the districts with- 
in the bounds of this Church; and appointed a ‘Committee to 
prepare a dranght of said admonition; and sume Committee are 
appointed to examine into the existing laws which place teach- 
ers of vouth under the controul of the Established Church, and 
to report to the Assembly on Monday a statement of these laws. 

‘The General Assembly having considered the reference of 
the Presbytery of Dundee, and the representation of the kirk 
session of Dundee, find that all the elders of that Church. are 
required by the laws of the Church ‘to ,subseribe the Confes- 
sion of Faith, approved of by the Gentral Assembly of this 
Church, ratified by acts of Parliament, by the treaty of U- 
nion, that every person when ordained an elder, who refuses, 
when judicially culled, to subscribe the Confession of Faith, 
in presence of the people, is disqualified by that refusal 
from taking any part in the government of this Church: 
That the Minister of Dundee, who was appointed by the 
Kirk Session, to perform on the gth of September last, the of- 
fice of ordaining elders for whom an edict had been served, 
acted most unaccountably in presuming to put to these persons 
before their ordination, questions different from those which 
are implied in the Forntuta 1694, and by no means adequate to 
the spirit ef that Formula: Ordain the Presbytery of Dundee, 
at their next meeting, to summon the Minister to answer for 
his conduct respecting the ordination of these elders; to report 
the result of their investigation to the next General Assembly ; 
and to summon the said Minister to appear at the bar of the 
next General Assembly: Ordain the Presbytery, at their next 
meeting, to summon Mr Davidson, Moderator of the Kirk 
Session, who subserrbesl that minute in their name, to. answer 
for his conduct in so doing; to report the result fof this inves- 
tigation to the next General Assembly, and also to summon 
Mr Davidson to appear at the bar of the next General As- 


sembly.

—LORD MONDODDO-- 


The Jate Lord Monsonpo was the third dn the 
Bench, in fuectefFon, finee t!-: Revolution.—THis Lord- 
fhip was admitted an Advocate in 1737, -ard on 2 
12th of February 1767, he was railed to the Bench 
in the room of Lord Micron, appointed a Judge 
4th June, 1742, and who had fucceeded Sir Jouw 
Lauper, of Fountainhall, adulitted. Noy. 1, 1685. 
Thus three perfons have enjoyed the fame pown. for 
110 years. ; , 

His private life was {pent in the prafice of ali the 
focial virfues, and in the enjoymeng of much domeftic 
felicity. He had married Mils Farquaarcon, a very 
amiable woman, by whom he had a@ fon and two daugh- 
ters. Although rigidly temperate in his habits of life, 
he, however, delighted much in the convivial focicty of 
his frievds, and among thefe he conld gumber almoft all 
the molt eminent of thofe who were diftinguithed in Scot- 
land for virtuc, literature, or genuine elegance ofconverfa- 
tion aod maaners. One of thofe who efteemed him the 
mott highly, was the late Lord Gaxpensrons, a man 
who poflcfled no mean portion of the fame overflowing 
benignity of difpofition,- the fame unimpeachable: inte- 
prity as a judge, the fame partial fondnels for literature 
and the five arts. His fon, avery promifing boy, in 
whofe education he took great delight, was, indeed, 
foatched away from his affections by a premature death. 
But, when it was too late for forrow and anxiety to 
avail, the afflifed father ftifled the emotions of nature 
in his breaft, and wound up the energies of his foul to 
the firmeft tone of Stoical fortitude. He was, in like 
manner, bereaved.of his excellent lady, the object of 
his deareft tendernefs; and he endured the lofs with a 
fimilar firnanefs, fitted to do honour either to philofophy 
or to religion. 

In addition to his office ‘as a judge in the Supreme 
Civil Court in Scotland, an offer was made to him of 
a feat in the Court of Jufticiary, the Supreme Criminal 
Cours... But, though the emoluments of this place 
would have made a convenient addition to hi8 income, 
he refufed to accept it; left its bufinefs fhould too much 
detach him. from the purfuit of his favourite {tudies. 
His patrimonial eftate was {mall ; not affording a reve- 
nue of more thah '30ol. a year; yet, he would not raife 
the rents, would never: difinifs .a poor old tenant, for 
the fake of any augmentation of emolument offered by 
aricher ftranger; and, indeed, thewed no particular 
folicitude to accomplith aty improvement upon his 
lands, fave that of having the number of perfons who 
thould retide upon them, as tenants, and be there fuf- 
tained by their produce, to be, if pofthble, fuperior to 
the population of any equal poriiou of the lands of his 
neighbours. i ' 

The vacation of the Court of Seffion, afforded him 


leifure to retire every year, in {pring and in autumn, to 


fimplicity, ds if he had been only a plain farmer ; and 
to live among the people upon his eltate, with all the 


his 
fir 
friend James Bosweut, at. the time when thefe two 
gentlemen were upon their well known journey through 
the Highlands of Scotland, Johrfon admired nothing 
in literature, fo. much, as the difplay of a keen difcri- 
mination of human charatter, a juft apprehenfion of the 
principles of moral action, and that vigorous common 
fenfe which is the moft happily applicable to the ordina- 
ry condust of life. Monboddo delighted in the refine- 
ments, the fubtleties, the abftraétions, the affectations 
of literature ; and in comparifon with thefe, defpifed the 
grofinefs of modern talte,.and of common affairs. John- 
fon thought learning and {cience to belittle valuable, 
except fo far as they could be made fubfervient to the 
purpofes of living ufefully and happily with. the world, 
upon its own terms, Monboddo’s favourite fcience 
taught him to look down with -contempt, upon all fub- 
lunary, and efpecially upon all modern, tliings ; and to 
fit life to literature and philofophy, mot literature and 
philofophy to life. James Bolwell, therefore, in car- 
rying Jobnfon to vifit Monboddo, probably thought of 
pitting them one again{t another, as two game-cocks, 
and promifed himfelf much {port from the colloquial 
contelt which he expected to enfue between them. But 
Monboddo was too hofpitable and courteous, to enter 
into keen cgntention with a ftranger, in his own houfe. 

"There was much talk between them, but no angty con- 

troverfy, no exafperation of that diflike for each others 

well-known peculiarities with which they had, met.—
